Of $350,000

The “ city” of Tiburon has taken 
one of its first steps toward in­ 
dependence in the selection of a 
temporary city administrator. 
City councilmen-elect vary on 
the title of Warren Schmid, 34, 
whom they chose in a closed ses­ 
sion Sunday night, but he has the 
job. Some councilmen call him 
adviser; some, counselor; others, 
administrator. 
Schmid is executive director of 
the Institute for Local Self Gov­ 
ernment, a research group in 
Berkeley. He has been working 
under a Ford Foundation grant 
and previously was the first city 
manager of the then-new city of 
Milpitas. 
Schmid already is working for 
the “ city,” which officially will 
not come into being until June 23. 
He was hired on an hourly basis 
for approximately two months un­ 
til councilmen can interview and 
hire a permanent city administra­ 
tor - manager. Councilman Leo 
Souza reported today. 
Schmid’s salary will be about 
$12.50 an hour, Souza said — 
though the council apparently will 
have no power to pay Schmid un­ 
til Tiburon collects some reven­ 
ues. Schmid was chosen from a 
list of available advisers supplied 
by the League of California Cit­ 
ies. 
Schmid will work out of the 
newly acquired city office—Room 
1 of Del Mar School. Telephones 
were installed yesterday and the 
number (435-1040) soon will be 
listed through calling “ informa­ 
tion.” 
Reed School District trustees 
last night agreed they would not 
charge the city rent for use of 
the room, itfc chairs and tables. 
The no-rental fee decision follows 
past district policy in allowing 
use of school facilities to non­ 
profit groups when no unusual 
maintenance or plant costs are 
involved. 
Councilmen, headed by chair­ 
man Gordon W. Strawbridge, will 
convene at 8 p.m. today at the 
Del Mar School to discuss what 
services the city most immedi­ 
ately wants to take over from 
county administration.

A specially designed 
sandtrap vexes putters on green 
number four. Other problems are 
a two-foot-deep fish pond, and a 
dry drainage creek r u n n i n g 
through one end of the yard. 
“ The holes.” Frank explains, 
are constructed of “ jars stuck in 
the ground, and dirt filled around 
them.” At present the course has

W A S H I N G T O N ^ ) — 
Practically ev ery state in 
the union faced today an ex ­ 
plosiv e change in its law­ 
making and politics which 
should ev entually giv e city 
v oters a more equal v oice 
in their state gov ernments. 
The Supreme Court, ar- 
g u i n g that “ legislatures 
represent people, not trees or 
acres,” decreed yesterday th at 
seats in both h ouses of every 
state legislature must be appor­ 
tioned by population. 
REACTION SWIFT 
Th e decision h eld unconstitu­ 
tional th e division of representa­ 
tion in six states—Virginia, Mary­ 
land, New York, Delaware, Ala­ 
bama and Colorado—but fore­ 
sh adowed a similar h olding in 
as many as 40 oth er states. 
Reaction was swift and noisy— 
joy from urban leaders and out­ 
rage from state’s righ ters and 
rural-dominated legislatures. 
Both Republicans and Demo­ 
crats, digging into voting and 
population ch arts, figured th e de­ 
cision could h elp th em, 
RURAL LOSERS 
All agreed th at rural residents 
wh o for generations h ave h eld a 
disproportionate sh are of voting 
power in most states, would be 
th e losers. 
Th e problem pondered in state- 
h ouses today was wh at to do. 
Special sessions of th e legisla­ 
tures may be needed in some 
cases. Fortunately th e court gave 
time for planning and prepara­ 
tions. It ruled th at action on th e 
decision need not be taken before 
th is year’s general elections Nov. 
3. 
But it noted th at in Maryland’s 
case it does not h ave a state elec­ 
tion until 1966 and it added th at 
“under no circumstances” sh ould 
th at election “ be conducted pur­ 
suant to th e existing or any oth er 
unconstitutional plan.” 
UTTER NONSENSE 
In its decision, th e court h eld 
unconstitutional th e so-called “lit­ 
tle federal” systems in wh ich 
state legislatures are made up 
like th e U. S. Congress with dis­ 
tricts represented equally in one 
h ouse and by population in th e 
oth er. 
Th is aspect of th e ruling was 
called “ utter nonsense” by Dr. 
William Prendergast, research di­ 
rector for th e Republican National 
Committee. 
“ Th ere’s no sense in h aving two 
h ouses if th ey represent th e same 
th ing,” h e declared. “ I trust th ey 
won’t find th e U. S. Senate un­ 
constitutional.” 
Th is was much th e sam e view 
of Gov. Joh n Connally of Texas, a 
Democrat, wh o said: “ Th e ruling 
does violence to at least 
a m eas­ 
ure of th e ch ecks and balances 
we've adh ered to in our legisla­ 
tive bodies since th e foundation 
of th is country.” 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown said 
legal conferences would be h eld 
to decide wh at California h ad to 
do and wh en.

Behr and Su p erv isor William D. 
Fu sselman both p ointed ou t that 
they , as su p erv isors, 
are tech­ 
nically p owerless to order Broem­ 
mel, an elected official, to chang e 
his methods. 
Broemmel answered Bjork lu nd 
that he is actu ally not u sing a 
p u re cy clical p roblem, bu t is try ­ 
ing to “ p lu g the big g est holes in 
the dik e.” 
Fu sselman said that if state 
leg islation is sou g ht, the cou nty

Cuba Bomb Rack Work 


NEW YORK (UPD - Soviet tech­ 
nicians are mounting bomb racks 
on supersonic MIG-21 Russian jet 
fig hters at an underg round air- 
base in Cuba, the Senate’s pre­ 
paredness subcommittee was told 
today . 
The information sent committee 
chairman John Stennis (D.-Miss.) 
came from Manuel A. De Varona, 
a Cuban ex ile leader who was 
senate president in Cuba in the 
Constitutional reg ime of ex -presi­ 
dent Carlos Prio Socarras. 
De Varona said his information 
was based on intellig ence reports 
prepared inside Cuba by forces 
opposed to the Castro reg ime. 
The Cuban statesman, g enerally 
credited with having freed the 
island’s l a bo r movement from 
communist control in the 1950’s, 
sent Stennis a thousand-word re­ 


port updating military prepara­ 
tions on Cuba. 


He said the installation of bomb 
racks on the jets g ave them nu­ 
clear potential and thus threat­ 
ened U. S. internal security . 


“A miscalculation of the Soviet 
military mig ht in Cuba at a time 
when freedom-loving Cubans are 
intensify ing their resistance could 
lead to another Hung ary , or could 
pave the way for a new Soviet 
fraud,” De Varona warned.

Trustees Go 'Round 
And 'Round On Budget 


Trustees of Reed School Dis­ 
trict almost—but not quite—ap­ 
proved a tentative budget last 
night for the 1964-65 fiscal year. 


With Supt. Edward C. Pino re­ 
minding trustees that they had 
“ at least five long meetings” on 
the budget, board members gave 
tentative approval to the tenta­ 
tive budget. An almost silent au­ 
dience of 15 persons sat through 
most of the three and one-half 
hour budget session with only 
minor comments on the $1,067,472 
budget, up from $816,861 for the 
current year. 
Trustee approval came with 
understanding that at the June 


30 meeting, where the board must 
make the final decision, trustees 
would consider whether the budg­ 
et could be trimmed without ma­ 
terially hurting the district’s cur­ 
riculum 
and 
maintenance 
of 
buildings and equipment. 


But again and again Superin­ 
tendent Pino told trustees that the 
proposed budget was only holding 
the line, that there would be no 
real gain in curriculum quality, 
and that the budget would just 
cover the expected rise in enroll­ 
ment from 1,460 pupils to 1,600 
and the opening seventh-eighth 


grade Granada School set for 
Oct. 16. 


Pino came under close question­ 
ing by trustees who asked him to 
take $25,000 from specific budget 
items and place the amount in 
the unallocated reserve before 
they gave tentative approval to 
the budget. A portion of that 
money may go toward raises in 
teacher salaries requested by the 
staff but not included in the 
budget. 


Trustees also asked that for the 
June 30 meeting Pino set aside 
another $25,000 in specific budget 
items from which trustees might 
—or might not—consider cuts. 


Pino said the budget had been 
“ too austere” the past two to 
three years and there is “ danger 
of delaying too long a real signifi­ 
cant increase in the tax rate” 


which he said was needed “just 
to maintain ourselves.” 


Much of the increase will come 
from a proposed over-ride tax of 
49 cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion which, under a new state 
law, trustees can levy without 
voter approval. The tax, by law, 
is for seventh and eighth grades. 


Proposed total tax rate for the 
coming fiscal year is $3.415, com­ 
pared to the present $2.83 per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


As the meeting wore on toward 
10:30, trustee Richard J. Mac 
Laury threatened to leave and the 
audience slowly began walking 
out. 


“ I want this budget approved, 
disapproved or amended,” Pino 
insisted. 


“ Our purpose is to see if we 
can save the taxpayers some 


money,” said Trustee David D. 
Ring. 


“ I’m kind of against going 
against what the people of this 
district said in the last tax elec­ 
tion,” put in Trustee Marilyn C. 
Steinau. District voters last Oc­ 
tober turned down a proposed $1 
rise in the rate. Over-ride taxes 
of 49 cents for upper grades and 
five and one-half cents for health 
and welfare services and other 
over-rides may be levied without 
voter approval. 


“ I think we should stay here 
and go down item by item until 
you say where we can save,” said 
Mac Laury. “ I don’t want one per­ 
son saying we’re spending too 
much.” 


Mrs. Steinau said the budget 
represented “ more than a modest 
improvement” in the Reed pro­ 


gram, not just a hold-the-line 
budget as Pino had said. 
Trustee Leo Souza, worrying 
through the meeting about the 
board’s “ image” with the public, 
said he believed the public had in 
effect accepted the higher budget 
and over-ride taxes as there were 
so few persons present for the 
budget meeting after trustees had 
previously gone on record as fa­ 
voring an over-ride up to 45 cents. 
He said he had received no pro­ 
test. 
“The community 
apparently 
has accepted an over-ride,” he 
said.

The administratio n is repo rt­ 
ed study ing the po ssibility o f 
greater use o f inco me tax es as 
an eco no mic weapo n against 
any future recessio n. 


The Greeks called it a “ water 
stealer” or Clepsydra. An ex­ 
ample of this unusual-type water 
clock is on display at the Cali­ 
fornia Academy of Sciences in 
Golden Gate Park. 
Such clocks 
were used up until the 18th cen­ 
tury. 


The argument is that if cutting 
individual and corporate income 
taxes by some $11.5 billion a year 
is good for this year’s economy, 
why wouldn’t other tax reforms 
be just the right medicine for 
future economic upsets? The like­ 
ly stumbling block is that the ad 
ministration would like the power 
to raise or lower income tax rates 
quickly at any sign of trouble and 
Congress is loathe to give up its 
right to make any changes, and 
at its own pace. 
The House later this week will 
get around to a more specific and 
present matter—the extension for 
another year of the present ex­ 
cise or sales taxes on cosmetics, 
jewelry, handbags, furs and the 
like. These war-time taxes have 
been on a year to year basis. 
Since they bring in a fairly reg­ 


ular and dependable revenue, 
while income tax receipts swing 
widely with economic ups and 
downs, the excise t a x e s have 
strong supporters in Congress and 
the administration. 
And some 
would like to see more reliance 
on federal sales taxes and less on 
income taxes that may discour­ 
age investment.

One argument against this is 
that sales tax es sho uld be left 
to the state and lo cal go v ern­ 
ments. 
Ano ther is that the 
lev ies penalize the industries 
who se pro ducts are singled o ut 
fo r the special tax atio n. 


The newcomer to the debate 
this year is the European value- 
added tax. A sales or excise tax 
is based on the price at which a 
manufacturer sells his product, 
or on the price at which the ulti­ 
mate consumer buys it from a 
store. 


The value-added tax is based 
on the gross receipts or sales of 
the manufacturer minus the cost 
of goods or materials he pur­ 
chased from others. The value he 
has added to these raw materials 
for the tax’s purposes includes 
wages, salaries, rent, interest and 
profits. 


The value-added tax is also paid 
by all the manufacturer’s sup­ 
pliers. 
Proponents stress that 
this puts the burden on all stages 
of production while the excise tax 
affects only the finished item.

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CRANKCASE DEVI CES 
Smog Abatement 
Goes Into Autos 


By WAT TAKESHTTA 
(First of three articles.) 
A controversy is developing 
over the anti-smog crankcase de­ 
vices that are required for Cali­ 
fornia car owners, which means 
an added cost of 75 to 100 mil­ 
lion dollars annually. 
Nobody likes smog. Everyone 
wants to see it abated. Both en­ 
forcement officials and the public 
are universally agreed that smog 
can be a hazard and should be 
controlled. But there the agree­ 
ment ends. 
Citizens, suddenly saddled with 
the cost of the devices and main­ 
tenance, are beginning to scream. 
Their complaints run counter to 
the official statements issued by 
the Motor Vehicle Pollution Con­ 
trol Board. 
Here are some of the questions 
raised. 


Is it true that the crankcase de-1 
vices are not harmful to the cn- j 
I gine? 
Assuming that they are me­ 
chanically safe and effective, is 
; the public using them instead of 
skirting the law? 
Are the costs of installation and 
, upkeep reasonable? 
Will the devices substantially 
reduce the overall smog problem 
so that costs are justified? 
The Motor Vehicles Pollution 
; Control officials say, “ Yes.” Op­ 
ponents of the crankcase device 
reply with an emphatic “ No!” 
Just where does the truth lie? 
First of all, it should be pointed 
' out that the law to curt) auto- 
; mobile pollution was passed by 
the California Legislature in 1960. 
The Motor Vehicle Pollution Con­ 
trol Board was created that year. 
The pollution control board is 


only trying to enforce the law in 
the most effective way it knows 
how. 
Here is the enforcement 
timetable: 
NEW CARS 
Beginning with 1961 mo d e l 
years, crankcase devices were in­ 
stalled voluntarily by American 
manufacturers on all cars sold 
in California. 
Beginning with 1963 mo d e l 
years, crankcase devices were in­ 
stalled by American manufactur- \ 
ers on all cars sold in the United 
States. 
Beginning with the 1964 regis- 
j 
tration year, every new car (ex­ 
cept those e x e m p t ) must be 
equipped with a certified crank- 
[ case device in operating condi­ 
tion. 
USED CARS 
Beginning Jan. 1, 1964, every 
used car for which ownership is 


j transferred (except those exempt 
or those not within an air pollu­ 
tion control district) must have 
approved devices before registra­ 
tion can be transferred. Marin is 
within an air pollution control 
district. 
Beginning in January, 
1965, 
every used passenger car (with 
| the same exceptions above) must 


j be equipped with an approved de­ 
vice before it can go out onto the 


highways. The deadline for com- 
j 
pliance is the month of 1965 cor- 
j 
responding with the last digit of I 
the car license plate number. 
Beginning with the 1966 regis- ! 
tration year, every used passen- ; 
ger car ( with the same excep­ 
tions) must be equipped with a 
certified 
crankcase 
device 
in 
operating condition. 
For » commercial vehicles, the ! 
dates for compliance are one year , 
earlier. AU commercial vehicles ; 
( except those exempt ) must be 
equipped with a certified device, 
beginning with the 1965 registra­ 
tion year. 
EXEM PT VEHICLES 
Diesel power motor vehicles, 
pre-1950 model cars, motor driven 
! cycles, and implements or hus­ 
bandry and farm machinery are 
exempt. 


Used foreign cars are also ex­ 
empt thus far, but officials of the 
California Department of Motor 
Vehicles speculate that these too 
may be required to comply in a 
year or two.

Big Bolinas 
Subdivision 
Is Planned 


The tentative map for a 28-lot 
subdivision on 32 acres on Bolinas 
Mesa was approved by the Marin 
County Planning Commission yes­ 
terday although there were warn­ 
ings the Regional Water Pollu­ 
tion Control Board might raise 
objections. 
Engineer Leslie Smith said the 
map, with average lots of about 
an acre, and with a three-acre 
park included, was proposed to 
bring the question of sanitation 
facilities in the area to a head. 
He said he felt the lots, which 
are a mile from the Bolinas La- 
; goon and which drain to the Pa- 
j cific Ocean, should be allowed to 
have septic tanks. The Bolinas- 
Stinson Beach master plan calls 
for acre lots in the area. 
However, he added, the water 
pollution control board can, and 
has held up similar subdivisions. 


He said if sewers are required, 
smaller lots will have to be al­ 
lowed and the zoning will have to 
be changed. 
Smith at first asked that the 
matter be continued, but Chair­ 
man Niels Schultz suggested ap­ 
proval, since the staff was in fa-1 
vor of the plan. “ Then you’ll be 
on your own,” he told Smith. 
“ My first reaction is that the 
water pollution control board is 
getting a little far afield,” com­ 
mented Commissioner William F. 
Upton, making a motion for ap­ 
proval. The vote to grant was 
unanimous.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Parents Of New Inductees 
Are Targets For Fraud 


Graduation season has increased the 
number of letters to high school sen­ 
iors, soliciting recruitment in the Arm­ 
ed Forces. Certainly there is no objec­ 
tion to their being advised of the many 
advantages a military career offers 
those who enlist. But quite a number 
will go into uniform through selective 
service induction, and the parents of 
these are considered fair game by a few 
out-of-state insurance firms, seeking in­ 
surance sales by subterfuge. 
Parents, be on your guard against 
mail efforts to sell insurance on newly 
inducted servicemen. Should you re­ 
ceive an unsolicited life insurance pol­ 
icy— with a bill covering premium — 
check before you accept it. 
The pattern in this field appears to 
be getting names and addresses of new­ 
ly-inducted youths, then writing their 
parents an intimation that the enclosed 
life insurance policy has government 
approval or sponsorship. 
During World War I and through the 
Korean campaign. Uncle Sam himself 
wrote insurance for those in the serv­ 
ice. Since then, readjustment of mili­ 
tary pay and allowances brought dis­ 
continuance of new Government Life 
Insurance policies. At every post and 
station, an insurance officer will inform 
any inquiring service man as to the stat­ 
us of any insurance company, quoting 
from standard rating records. They 


make no recommendations for any par­ 
ticular company. 
Despite what the letter accompanying 
the policy—and premium bill— might 
intimate, Uncle Sam sponsors no pro­ 
gram for any insurance firm. 
Attorney General Mosk has warned 
that publication and distribution of ad­ 
vertising soliciting insurance applica­ 
tions for firms not licensed in California 
is unlawful, and subject to criminal ac­ 
tion. 
Unfortunately, California’s stringent 
laws to protect its citizens from fraudu­ 
lent, undercaptialized or otherwise un­ 
sound insurance firms has a limitation. 
The State of California has no jurisdic­ 
tion over such promotion going through 
the mail. Offers of such policies to par­ 
ents or guardians of new inductees 
come through the mail. 
There are many insurance companies 
licensed to operate in California, with 
thousands of reliable agents and brok­ 
ers. 
Before you pay the premium bill, do 
a little checking. Ask the \?A in uniform 
if he asked that the policy be sent you. 
Have him check further with his unit’s 
insurance officer. Take the matter up 
with your own insurance agent or brok­ 
er. Should the issuers of the unsolicited 
policy stan writing forceful letters — 
refer the whole matter to the State In­ 
surance

'Wipe The Slate Clean' Proposal Is

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — 
Growing trends toward secre­ 
cy in all forms of government 
bring up some far-flung ques­ 
tions of just how much pro­ 
tection people can expect in 
their private lives. 
The latest move to cover 
up the activities of people 
embroiled with the law is the 
consideration of a law which 
would provide for expunging 
all records of an arrest and 
trial if a defendant were ac­ 
quitted.

ON THE FACE of it, this 
appears to be a somewhat 
reasonable request but furth­ 
er consideration of such a 
law reveals it would, in fact, 
hamper and destroy the very 
right of the people of the 
state to know facts about the 
operation of their judicial 
system. 
Should a law’ like this be 
adopted, probably the next 
step would be to seek confi­ 
dential trials, wherein the 
public and the press would be 
excluded. Such a trend would

THE THEORY of the sug 
gested law is that when a 
defendant is acquitted, the 
matter of his arrest and trial 
is a closed book, and should 
not be presented as a matter 
of record to the public. How­ 
ever, no matter whether the 
record is expunged or not, 
the fact still remains that the 
defendant once was acquitted 
of a crime. 
And in most instances, it is 
reasonably difficult to ignore 
facts, although this is being 
done more and more as offici­ 
aldom presses toward secrecy. 
The law- would work an 
exceptional hardship upon 
newspapers and other means 
of p u b li c communication, 
along with depriving the pub­ 
lic of information to which it 
is entitled in the course of 
keeping track of the daily 
events of the democracy. 


UNDER THE LAW, no rec­ 
ord at all would be available 
in the event a libel suit 
cropped up, nor would there 
be any record in instances of 
continued arrests and acquit­ 
tals. As Ben Martin, general 
manager of California News­ 
paper Publishers Association 
aptly put it: 
“The problem would be for 
a newspaper to defend itself 
for carrying a story about an 
arrest and trial, if after an 
acquittal, there was no record 
of there ever having been 
such an arrest and trial.”

Bagley Appraiser 
Bill Given A Bow 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


With reference to your edito­ 
rial endorsement of Assembly­ 
man Bagley’s proposal to place 
inheritance tax appraisers un­ 
der civil service, I feel that 
those of your readers who will 
someday die and leave an in­ 
heritance should, before their 
demise, become more familiar 
with those who will be perched 
on the railing of the court which 
probates his estate. 
First let me say that Mr. Bag­ 
ley is correct in his concern for 
saving California’s widows an 
estimated one million dollars a 
year; he is also correct in try­ 
ing to remove the pork barrel 
aspect. . . . 
Why start with the appraisers? 
Or. if Mr. Bagley’s measure be­ 
comes a law, why stop with the 
appraisers? Why not subject 
probate attorneys and account­ 
ants, doctors and undertakers, 
even the cemeteries? Wre can 
exclude the clergy, as their 
work is the only gratis work 
performed in the whole solemn 
affair—and the nicest. 
Your statement that inherit­ 
ance tax appraisal is not con­ 
sidered terribly difficult work 
is a bit off base. 
To reduce the proof of this 
to an accepted exact science 
which the state's widows can 
understand, ask the next 1.000 
people you meet if any are 
equipped and experienced 
enough to appraise your estate 
for your widow, and make it 
stick in a probate court. You 
might be fortunate enough to 
run into the dozen we have in 
this county.... 
Appraisal work is a profes­ 
sion and not to be bartered for. 
Hiring the cheapest appraiser 
available can be compared to 
hiring a medical student for a 
brain operation, because he 
would work for less money. 
Why does the law require a 
judge to obtain one or more 
appraisals by appraisers, in­ 
stead of entrusting the job to 
an experienced probate attor­ 
ney? The answer is too obvious 
to mention. 
Many government agencies, 


such as the Division of High­ 
ways and the various redevelop­ 
ment agencies, employ full-time 
appraisers in the public acqui­ 
sition of real estate, but these 
agencies obtain one or more 
separate (fee) appraisals at the 
first sign of controversy. 
The American Institute of 
Real Estate appraisers—and its 
California chapter—is as august 
and ethical a body as the State 
Bar. I feel sure that, with the 
right approach, the legislature 
could convince the AIREA to 
handle probate appraisals by 
qualified . . . members, in much 
the same method that the legal 
profession provides attorneys 
through the legal aid societies, 
and at reasonable fees. 
I also feel sure that the qual­ 
ity of this method of appraisal 
would far surpass anything the 
state could hire at $6,000 to 
$8.000 in Class 29A on the civil 
service rolls.... 
The only reference to civil 
service in Mr. Bagley’s pro­ 
posal (A. B. 127) is a one-sen­ 
tence referral. I quote: “ Section 
18595 of Government Code. On 
and after the effective date of 
this section, the provisions of 
Article XXIV of the State Con­ 
stitution and of this part shall 
apply to, and the term “ State 
Civil Service” shall include, the 
persons appointed by the Con­ 
troller as inheritance tax ap­ 
praisers.” 
Now I ask you, if the con­ 
troller is still going to appoint 
the appraisers, albeit to the 
sacred civil service roll, in the 
odoriferous matter at hand, 
where is the remedy? ... 
Why turn California’s widows 
over to the caprices of unexam­ 
ined political plum pickers en­ 
joying the powerful protection of 
civil service tenure? The fealty 
and homage to Lord Cranston, 
or Lord whoever, will not be 
destroyed. By virtue of civil 
service tenure, it will on the 
contrary be perpetuated! . . . 
I’ll close my letter like you 
closed your editorial, by com­ 
mending Mr. Bagley’s thought 
and effort

WASHINGTON UPl — Now 
that Gov. William W. Scran­ 
ton of Pennsylvania has defi­ 
nitely stated to the country 
that he will seek,the Republi­ 
can presidential nomination 
— it is just one more twist in 
an already unforgettable cam­ 
paign. 


AND IF THE PUBLIC is 
now no less confused after 
Scranton’s action, the prime 
movers in the Republican 
party—Scranton not excluded 
—will have to 
share the 
blame. 
For while Sen. Barry Gold- 
water was emerging as the 
GOP’s only aggressive leader, 
they were looking more like 
caretakers than captains. 
They were sitting back, doing 
nothing, saying nothing now 
that New York’s Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller, the only top 
Republican willing to stick 
his neck out against Gold- 
water, seemed at the end of 
the line although he says he 
is still in the running. 
While 
G o l d w a t e r and 
Rockefeller were slugging it 
out in the primaries, there 
was always the fine chance 
the two would knock each 
other out of all consideration 
before the Republican nomi­ 
nating convention in July. 
That would leave the field 
wide open to those would-be 
presidents who said they’d 
accept the nomination but 
would not fight for it. 


A F T E R 
GOLD WATER’S 
California primary v i c t o r y 
all but sewed up the nomina­ 
tion for him, they began to 
wring their hands. 
They showed concern for 
the nation and the party but 
never enough to really do 
anything about it. 
Former 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower was also concerned but 
didn't show any more leader­ 
ship than the others. 
He didn’t hide his reserva­ 
tions about some aspects of 
Goldwater’s conservative phi­ 
losophy but, as he put it, he 


wants to be in a position to 
pick up the pieces after the 
convention and help unite the 
party behind its nominee. 
He had said he wouldn’t 
interfere in the selection of a 
candidate but before the Gov­ 
ernors’ Conference opened in 
Cleveland he called Scranton 
and nudged him toward some 
activity. 


OF ALL THE Republican 
leaders, Scranton put on the 
most indecisive and confusing 
performance. 
Gov. George Romney of 
Michigan said he’d do every­ 
thing in his power to stop 
Goldwater but when former 
Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon suggested that Romney 
actively seek the nomination 
in opposition to Goldwater, 
Romney wouldn’t. 


NIXON, who would like the 
nomination, but says he isn’t 
a candidate, explained that in 
urging Romney to o pp os e 
Goldwater he wasn’t really 
trying to start a stop-Gold* 
water move although it might 
have that effect. 
There was a l w a y s the 
chance of course, that if Rom­ 
ney and Goldwater fight each 
other until the convention got 
deadlocked on them, Nixon 
might have a chance, perhaps 
his best and only chance, to 
be picked finally as a com­ 
promise candidate. 
Nixon said Scranton would 
be a good vice-presidential 
running mate for Goldwater, 
a view which, if it caught on, 
might erase Scranton from 
the convention’s mind as a 
presidential candidate. 
Scranton repaid the compli­ 
ment by suggesting that Nix­ 
on, who had been vice presi­ 
dent eight years under Eisen­ 
hower, would be just the man 
to run for the vice presidency 
again. 
If all this adds up to some 
kind of political chaos, that is 
what it was. Goldwater? All 
he had to do was sit back and 
watch the spectacle. 


BEHIND BAMBOO CURTAIN 
China Discovers Cold 
Facts Of Real Progress 


“ A day ought to start with 
eager anticipation and end with 
pleasant memories.”

MAO’S MOST cherished 
dream has been to make 
China a great industrial na­ 
tion. This was the avowed 
purpose of the “ Great Leap 
Forward.” “ Overtake England 
by 1970” was one of the most 
loudly parrotted slogans in 
1958 when the great leap was 
underway. 
Today the slogan is no long­ 
er heard. After the agricul­ 
tural crisis in 1960 and 1961, 
the Red planners had to re­ 
vamp their idea. They learned 
the hard way that farming 
cannot be sacrificed to heavy 
industry. Today the slogan is 
“ Walk On Two Legs”—mean­ 
ing there must be a balance 
between agriculture and in­ 
dustry. Now industry must 
help serve agriculture. 


THIS HAS MEANT the 
forced return to the farm of 
thousands of Chinese work­ 
ers. These youths who had 
enthusiasticaly taken to city 
life did not particularly care 
to go back to the tough life, 
working knee-deep in night- 
soil and the even tighter regi- 
mintation. To paraphrase the 
old World War I song, “How 
you gonna keep ’em happy 
down on the commune after 
they’ve 
seen 
Peking?” 
Or 
Shanghai? Or Canton? This 
forced return to the farm is 
believed to be one of the 
major 
factors 
behind 
the 
mass exodus to Hong Kong in 
May of 1962. 
Despite h er agricultural 
failures and her cutbacks in 
her goals in heavy industry, 
it would be foolish to under- 
e s t im at e China’s industrial 
progress. The four weak links 
in her industrial system have 
been 
greatly 
strengthened. 
These are petroleum, timber, 
chemical fertilizer and special 
steels. 


CHINA HAS quite literally 
struck oil and now claims to 
be 80 per cent self sufficient 
in this field. She has recently 
ordered several chemical fer­ 
tilizer plants from Holland 
and England. She is getting 
more 
timber than 
before, 
while at the same time carry­ 
ing on an extensive reforesta­ 
tion program. And her steel­ 
makers have abandoned the 
“ backyard furnace” idea and 


her techniques of steel mak­ 
ing are advancing. So prog­ 
ress is being made in indus- 
tury, but no longer at the 
expense of agriculture. 
China and Russia signed a 
trade agreement on May 13. 
It is interesting for what it 
does not contain, as for what 
it does. No grain is involved. 
Neither side can spare any. 
Both countries are buying 
wheat abroad. China will get 
tractors and trucks, airliners 
and timber, machine tools 
and petroleum products. In 
the main the Soviets will re­ 
ceive farm products, l i k e 
canned or frozen pork and 
mutton, apples, oranges, egg 
products, and silk and woolen 
fabrics and clothing. It can 
be seen that China continues 
to tighten her collective belt 
for the sake of pushing for­ 
ward. 


HONG KONG buys many of 
China’s agricultural products. 
Taiwan pork competes with 
pork from the Mainland in 
Hong Kong shops. And most 
of Hong Kong’s fruits and 
vegetables are grown in the 
nearby Chinese province of 
Kwangtung. The China Prod­ 
ucts Company is one of Hong 
Kong’s leading department 
stores and a good source of 
currency for Peking. So are 
the tens of thousands of 
Chinese who work in Hong 
Kong and send money to 
their families in China. 
All this, together with the 
establishment of new indus­ 
tries producing s y n t h e t i c 
fibers, plastics, fatty acids, 
transistors, 
etc., 
lays 
the 
foundation for further indus­ 
trial growth. And grow it 
must, if only to keep pace 
with her rapidly expanding 
population.

Mill Valley Will Build 


Road Over Rail Tunnel 


jf The Mill Valley City Council 
decided to cross a tunnel with an 
cccess road last night, shaking 
cff fears that the Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad structure might 
collapse and cause a disaster 
similar to the San Rafael Puerto 
Suello Tunnel collapse of 1961. 


City engmeer Stanley M. Bala 
told the council it is "next to im­ 
possible" for the tunnel, which 
separates Scott Valley Subdivi­ 
sion Unit 3 from other develop­ 
ments, to collapse. 


,4I have surveyed the tunnel, 
for fitness of the rock,” he re­ 
ported. "and I think it is sound, 
it could only collapse in case of 
a very severe earthquake." 


He also reported the findings; 
of Harding Associates, soil engi­ 
neers of San Rafael, who meas­ 
ured the distance between the, 
proposed roadbed and the roof 
of the tunnel. It was found to be 
48 feet long. 


"There is six and one-half feet 
of top soil, 11.5 feet of crushed 
rock, and 29.5 feet of solid rock ¡ 
present," he told the council. "It 
is very remote that the structure 
will collapse." 


Another problem perturbing the 
council was that Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad said it would not Í 
be liable for the road should the 
tunnel collapse. The railroad had 
been held lia b le for the road 
above the Puerto Suello tunnel. 
The tunnel clears way for the 
railroad track going from Corte 
Madera Ridge to Alto Bowl. The 
council had instructed City Atty. 
Leland M. Jordan to review the 
city’s indemnity in the proposed 
agreement. 
Jordan reported that the con­ 
tract contained "as expected, a

Trustees Go 
And 'Round 


Trustees of Reed School Dis­ 
trict almost—but not quite—ap­ 
proved a tentative budget last 
night for the 1964-65 fiscal year. 


With Supt. Edward C. Pino re­ 
minding trustees that they had 
“ at least five long meetings” on 
the budget, board members gave 
tentative approval to the tenta­ 
tive budget. An almost silent au­ 
dience of 15 persons sat through 
most of the three and one-half 
hour budget session with only 
minor comments on the $1,067,472 
budget, up from $816,861 for the 
current year. 
Trustee approval came with 
understanding that at the June

A portion of that j 
money may go toward raises in 
teacher salaries requested by the 1 
staff but not included in the 
budget. 


Trustees also asked that for the 
June 30 meeting Pino set aside 
another $25,000 in specific budget 
items from which trustees might 
—or might not—consider cuts. 


Pino said the budget had been 
“ too austere” the past two to 
three years and there is “ danger 
of delaying too long a real signifi­ 
cant increase in the tax rate” 


Much of the increase will come 
from a proposed over-ride tax of j 
49 cents per $100 assessed valua l 
I tion which, under a new state 
law, trustees can levy without: 
voter approval. The tax. by law ., 
is for seventh and eighth grades, i 


Proposed total tax rate for the 
coming fiscal year is $3 415. com­ 
pared to the present $2 83 per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


As the meeting wore on toward 
10:30, trustee Richard J. Mac- 
Laury threatened to leave and the 
audience slowly began walking 
out. 


“ I want this budget approved, 
disapproved or amended,” Pino 
i insisted. 


“ Our purpose is to see if we 
can save the taxpayers some 


“ I'm kind of against going 
against what the people of this 
district said in the last tax elee-1 
tion.” put in Trustee Marilyn C. 
Steinau. District voters last Oc­ 
tober turned down a proposed $1 
rise in the rate. Over-ride taxes 
of 49 cents for upper grades and 
five and one-half cents for health 
and welfare services and other 
over-rides may be levied without 
voter approval. 


“ I think we should stay here 
and go down item by item until 
vou say where we can save," said 
MacLaury. “ I don’t want one per­ 
son saying we’re spending too 
much.” 


Mrs. Steinau said the budget 
represented “ more than a modest

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CRANKCASE DEVICES 
Smog Abatement 
Goes Into Autos

(First of three articles.) 


A controversy 
is developing 
over the anti-smog crankcase de­ 
vices that are required for Cali­ 
fornia car owners, which means 
an added cost of 75 to 100 mil­ 
lion dollars annually 
Nobody likes smog 
Everyone 
wants to see it abated. Both en­ 
forcement officials and the public 
are universally agreed that smog 
can be a hazard and should be 
controlled. But there the agree­ 
ment ends. 
Citizens, suddenly saddled with 
the cost of the devices and main­ 
tenance. are beginning to scream. 
Their complaints run counter to 
the official statements issued by 
the Motor Vehicle Pollution Con­ 
trol Board. 
Here are some of the questions 
raised. 


Is it true that the crankcase de­ 
vices are not. harmful to the en­ 
gine? 


Assuming that they are me­ 
chanically safe and effective, is 
the public using them instead of 
skirting the law0 


Are the costs of installation and 
upkeep reasonable? 
Will the devices substantially 
reduce the overall smog problem 
so that costs are justified? 
The Motor Vehicles Pollution 
Control officials say. “ Yes." Op­ 
ponents of the crankcase device 
reply vuth an emphatic “ No!" 
.Just where does the truth lie? 
First of all, if should be pointed 
out that the law to curb auto­ 
mobile pollution was passed by 
the California legislature in I960. 
The Motor Vehicle Pollution Con­ 
trol Board was created that year. 
The pollution control board is 


only trying to enforce the law In 
the most effective way it. knows 
how 
Here is the enforcement 
timetable 
NEW CARS 
Beginning with 1961 m o d e l 
years, crankcase devices were in­ 
stalled voluntarily by American 
manufacturers on all cars sold 
in California. 
Beginning with 1963 m o d e l 
years, crankcase devices were in­ 
stalled by American manufactur­ 
ers on all cars sold in the United 
States. 
Beginning with the 1964 regis­ 
tration year, every new car (ex­ 
cept those e x e m p t i must hr 
equipped with a certilied crank­ 
case device in operating condi­ 
tion. 
USED CARS 
Beginning .Ian. 1, 1964, every 
used car for which ownership is 
transferred (except those exempt 
or those not within an air pollu­ 
tion control district) must have 
approved devices before registra­ 
tion can be transferred. Marin is 
within an air pollution control 
district.

Big Botinas 
Subdivision 
Is Planned 


The tentative map for a 28-lot 
subdivision on 32 acres on Bolinas 
Mesa was approved by the Marin 
County Planning Commission yes-j 
terday although there were warn­ 
ings the Regional Water Pollu­ 
tion Control Board might raise 
objections. 


Engineer I/'slie Smith said the 
map. with average lots of about 
an acre, and with a three-acre 
park included, was proposed to 
bring the question of sanitation 
facilities in the area to a head. 
He said he felt the lots, which 
are a mile from the Bolinas La­ 
goon and which drain to Hie Pa­ 
cific Ocean, should be allowed to 
have septic tanks. The Bolinas- 
Stinson Beach master plan calls 
ior acre lots in the area. 
However, he added, the water 
pollution control board can, and 
has held up similar subdivisions. 


He said if sewers are required, 
smaller lots will have to be al­ 
lowed and the zoning will have to 
be changed. 
Smith at first asked that the 
matter be continued, but Chair­ 
man Niels Schultz suggested ap­ 
proval, since the staff was in fa­ 
vor of the plan. “ Then you'll be 
on your own," he told Smith. 
“ My first reaction is that the 
water pollution control board is 
getting a little far afield." com­ 
mented Commissioner William F.

Parents Of New Inductees 
Are Targets For Fraud 


POLITICAL POLLSTERS 


Graduation season has increased the 
number of letters to h ig h school sen­ 
iors. soliciting recruitment in the Arm­ 
ed Forces. Certainly there is no objec­ 
tion to the’r being advised of the many 
advantages a military career offers 
those who enlist. But quite a number 
w ill go into uniform through selective 
service induction, and the parents of 
the se are considered fair game by a few 
out-of-state insurance firms, seeking in­ 
surance sales by subterfuge. 
Parents, be on your guard against 
mail efforts to sell insurance on newly 
inducted servicemen. Should you re­ 
ceive an unsolicited life insurance pol­ 
icy— with a bill covering premium — 
check before you accept it. 
The pattern in this field appears to 
be getting names and addresses of new­ 
ly-inducted youths, then writing their 
parents an intimation that the enclosed 
life insurance policy has government 
approval or sponsorship. 
During World War I and through the 
Korean campaign. Uncle Sam himself 
wrote insurance for those in the serv­ 
ice. Since then, readjustment of mili­ 
tary pay and allowances brought dis­ 
continuance of new Government Life 
Insurance policies. At every post and 
station, an insurance officer will inform 
any inqun ing service man as to the stat­ 
us of any insurance company, quoting 
from standard rating records. They 


make no recommendations for any par­ 
ticular company. 
Despite what the letter accompanying 
the policy— and premium bill— might 
intimate. Uncle Sam sponsors no pro­ 
gram for any insurance firm. 
Attorney General Mosk has warned 
that publication and distribution of ad­ 
vertising soliciting insurance applica­ 
tions for firms not licensed in California 
is unlawful, and subject to criminal ac­ 
tion. 
Unfortunately. California’s stringent 
laws to protect its citizens from fraudu­ 
lent, undercaptialized or otherwise un­ 
sound insurance firms has a limitation. 
The State of California has no jurisdic­ 
tion over such promotion going through 
the mail. Offers of such policies to par­ 
ents or guardians of new inductees 
come through the mail. 
There are many insurance companies 
licensed to operate in California, with 
thousands of reliable agents and brok­ 
ers. 
Before you pay the premium bill, do 
a little checking. Ask the 1?/1 in uniform 
if he asked that the policy be sent you. 
Have him check further with his unit’s 
insurance officer. Take the matter up 
with your own insurance agent or brok­ 
er. Should the issuers of the unsolicited 
policy start writing forceful letters — 
refer the whole matter to the State In­ 
surance 
Department,

THE THEORY of the sug- 
gested law is that when a 
defendant 
is acquitted, the 
m atter of his arrest and trial 
is a closed book, and should 
not be presented as a m atter 
of record to the public. How’- 
ever, no m atter whether the 
record is expunged or not, 
the fact still remains that the 
defendant once was acquitted 
of a crime. 
And in most instances, it is 
reasonably difficult to ignore 
facts, although this is being 
done more and more as offici­ 
aldom presses toward secrecy. 
The law' would work an 
exceptional hardship u p o n 
newspapers and other means 
of 
p u b l i c 
communication, 
along with depriving the pub­ 
lic of information to which it 
is entitled in the course of 
keeping track of the daily 
events of the democracy. 


UNDER THE LAW, no rec­ 
ord at all would be available 
in 
the 
event 
a 
libel 
suit 
cropped up. nor would there 
be any record in instances of 
continued arrests and acquit­ 
tals. As Ben Martin, general 
m anager of California News­ 
paper Publishers Association 
aptly put it: 
“The problem would be for 
a new spaper to defend itself 
for carrying a story about an 
arrest and trial, if after an 
acquittal, there was no record 
of there ever having been 
such an arrest and trial.”

Bagley Appraiser 


Bill Given A Bow 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


With reference to your edito­ 
rial endorsement of Assembly­ 
man Bagley’s proposal to place 
inheritance tax appraisers un­ 
der civil service. I feel that 
those of your readers who will 
someday die and leave an in­ 
heritance should, before their 
demise, become more familiar 
with those who will be perched 
on the railing of the court which 
probates his estate. 
First let me say that Mr. Bag­ 
ley is correct in his concern for 
saving California’s widows an 
estimated one million dollars a 
year; he is also correct in try­ 
ing to remove the pork barrel 
aspect. . .. 
Why start with the appraisers? 
Or. if Mr. Bagley’s measure be­ 
comes a law, why stop with the 
appraisers? 
Why not subject 
probate attorneys and account­ 
ants, doctors and undertakers, 
even the cemeteries? We can 
exclude the clergy, as their 
work is the only gratis work 
performed in the whole solemn 
affair—and the nicest. 
Your statement that inherit­ 
ance tax appraisal is not con­ 
sidered terribly difficult work 
is a bit off base. 
To reduce the proof of this 
to an accepted exact science 
which the state’s widows can 
understand, ask the next 1.000 
people you meet if any are 
eq u ip p ed and e x p e rie n c e d 
enough to appraise your estate 
for your widow, and make it 
stick in a probate court. You 
might be fortunate enough to 
run into the dozen we have in 
this county. . . . 
Appraisal work is a profes­ 
sion and not to be bartered for. 
Hiring the cheapest appraiser 
available can be compared to 
hiring a medical student for a 
brain 
operation, 
because 
he 
would work for less money. 
Why does the law require a 
judge to obtain one or more 
appraisals by appraisers, 
in­ 
stead of entrusting the job to 
an experienced probate attor­ 
ney? The answer is too obvious 
to mention. 
Many government agencies, 


such as the Division of High­ 
ways and the various redevelop­ 
ment agencies, employ full-time 
appraisers in the public acqui­ 
sition of real estate, but these 
agencies obtain one or more 
separate (fee) appraisals at the 
first sign of controversy. 
The 
American 
Institute 
of 
Real Estate appraisers—and its 
California chapter—is as august 
and ethical a body as the State 
Bar. I feel sure that, with the 
right approach, the legislature 
could convince the A1REA to 
handle probate appraisals by 
qualified . . . members, in much 
the same method that the legal 
profession 
provides 
attorneys 
through the legal aid societies, 
and at reasonable fees. 
I also feel sure that the qual­ 
ity of this method of appraisal 
would far surpass anything the 
state could hire at $6,000 to 
$8,000 in Class 29A on the civil 
service rolls.. . . 
The only reference to civil 
service in Mr. Bagley’s pro­ 
posal (A. B. 127) is a one-sen­ 
tence referral. I quote: ‘‘Section 
18595 of Government Code. On 
and after the effective date of 
this section, the provisions of 
Article XXIV of the State Con­ 
stitution and of this part shall 
apply to, and the term ‘‘State 
Civil Service” shall include, the 
persons appointed by the Con­ 
troller as inheritance tax ap­ 
praisers.” 
Now I ask you, if the con­ 
troller is still going to appoint 
the appraisers, albeit to the 
sacred civil service roll, in the 
odoriferous 
matter 
at 
hand, 
where is the remedy? . . . 
Why turn California’s widows 
over to the caprices of unexam­ 
ined political plum pickers en­ 
joying the powerful protection of 
civil service tenure? The fealty 
and homage to Lord Cranston, 
or Lord whoever, will not be 
destroyed. 
By virtue of civil 
service tenure, it will on the 
contrary be perpetuated! . . . 
I’ll close my letter like you 
closed your editorial, by com­ 
mending Mr. Bagley’s thought 
and effort.. . . However, neither 
you. 1, nor Mr. Bagley is naive 
enough to believe that putting 
any of the professions under 


civil service will stop soliciting 
or acceptance of campaign con­ 
tributions. No one can travel far 
on a spur track—let’s get on the 
main track before proceeding!

— it is just one more twist in 
an already unforgettable cam­ 
paign. 


AND IF THE PUBLIC is 
now no less confused after 
Scranton’s action, the prime 
movers 
in 
the 
Republican 
party— Scranton not excluded 
— will 
have 
to 
share 
the 
blame. 
For while Sen. Barry Gold* 
water was emerging as the 
GOP’s only aggressive leader, 
they were looking more like 
caretakers than c a p t a i n s . 
They were sitting back, doing 
nothing, saying nothing now 
that New York's Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller, the only top 
Republican willing to stick 
his neck out against Gold­ 
water. seemed at the end of 
the line although he says he 
is still in the running. 
While 
G o l d w a t e r 
and 
Rockefeller were slugging it 
out in the primaries, there 
was always the fine chance 
the two would knock each 
other out of all consideration 
before the Republican nomi­ 
nating 
convention 
in July. 
That would leave the field 
wide open to those would-be 
presidents who said they’d 
accept 
the 
nomination 
but 
would not fight for it. 


A F T E R 
GOLDWATER’S 
California primary v i c t o r y 
all but sewed up the nomina­ 
tion for him. they began to 
wring their hands. 
They showed concern for 
the nation and the party but 
never enough to really do 
anything about it. 
Former 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower was also concerned but 
didn't show any more leader­ 
ship than the others. 
He didn’t hide his reserva­ 
tions about some aspects of 
Goldwater’s conservative phi­ 
losophy but, as he put it, he 


wants to be in a position to 
pick up the pieces after the 
convention and help unite the 
party behind its nominee. 
He had said he wouldn’t 
interfere in the selection of a 
candidate but before the Gov­ 
ernors’ Conference opened in 
Cleveland he called Scranton 
and nudged him toward some 
activity. 


OF ALL THE Republican 
leaders, Scranton put on the 
most indecisive and confusing 
performance. 
Gov. 
George 
Romney 
of 
Michigan said he’d do every- 
thing in his power to stop 
Goldwater but when former 
Y’ice 
President Richard 
M. 
Nixon suggested that Romney 
actively seek the nomination 
in opposition to Goldwater, 
Romney wouldn’t. 


NIXON, who would like the 
nomination, but says he isn’t 
a candidate, explained that in 
urging Romney to o p p o s e 
Goldwater he wasn’t really 
trying to start a stop-Gold- 
water move although it might 
have that effect. 
There was a l w a y s the 
chance of course, that if Rom­ 
ney and Goldwater fight each 
other until the convention got 
deadlocked on them, Nixon 
might have a chance, perhaps 
his best and only chance, to 
be picked finally as a com­ 
promise candidate. 
Nixon said Scranton would 
be a good vice-presidential 
running mate for Goldwater, 
a view which, if it caught on, 
might erase Scranton from 
the convention’s mind as a 
presidential candidate. 
Scranton repaid the compli­ 
ment by suggesting that Nix­ 
on, who had been vice presi­ 
dent eight years under Eisen­ 
hower, would be just the man 
to run for the vice presidency 
again. 
If all this adds up to some 
kind of political chaos, that is 
what it was. Goldwater? All 
he had to do was sit back and 
watch the spectacle.

China Discovers Cold 


Facts Of Real Progress 


‘‘A day ought to start with 
eager anticipation and end with

MAO’S M O S T cherished 
dream 
has 
been 
to 
make 
China a great industrial na­ 
tion. This was the avowed 
purpose of the “Great Leap 
Forward.” ‘‘Overtake England 
by 1970” was one of the most 
loudly parrotted slogans in 
1958 when the great leap was 
underway. 
Today the slogan is no long­ 
er heard. After the agricul­ 
tural crisis in 1960 and 1961, 
the Red planners had to re­ 
vamp their idea. They learned 
the hard way that farming 
cannot be sacrificed to heavy 
industry. Today the slogan is 
“Walk On Two Legs”— mean­ 
ing there must be a balance 
between agriculture and in­ 
dustry. Now industry must 
help serve agriculture. 


THIS HAS M E A N T the 
forced return to the farm of 
thousands of Chinese work­ 
ers. These youths who had 
enthusiasticaly taken to city 
life did not particularly care 
to go back to the tough life, 
working knee-deep in night- 
soil and the even tighter regi- 
mintation. To paraphrase the 
old World W ar I song, “How 
you gonna keep ’em happy 
down on the commune after 
they’ve 
seen 
Peking?” 
Or 
Shanghai? Or Canton? This 
forced return to the farm is 
believed to be one of the 
major 
factors 
behind 
the 
mass exodus to Hong Kong in 
May of 1962. 
Despite 
h e r 
agricultural 
failures and her cutbacks in 
her goals in heavy industry, 
it would be foolish to under- 
e s t i m a t e China’s industrial 
progress. The four weak links 
in her industrial system have 
been 
greatly 
strengthened. 
These are petroleum, timber, 
chemical fertilizer and special 
steels. 


CHINA HAS quite literally 
struck oil and now claims to 
be 80 per cent self sufficient 
in this field. She has recently 
ordered several chemical fer­ 
tilizer plants from Holland 
and England. She is getting 
more 
timber 
than 
before, 
while at the same time carry­ 
ing on an extensive reforesta­ 
tion program. And her steel­ 
makers have abandoned the 
“backyard furnace” idea and 


her techniques of steel m ak­ 
ing are advancing. So prog­ 
ress is being made in indus* 
tury, but no longer at the 
expense of agriculture. 
China and Russia signed a 
trade agreement on May 13. 
It is interesting for w'hat it 
does not contain, as for what 
it does. No grain is involved. 
Neither side can spare any. 
Both 
countries 
are 
buying 
wheat abroad. China will get 
tractors and trucks, airliners 
and 
timber, 
machine 
tools 
and petroleum products. In 
the main the Soviets will re­ 
ceive 
farm 
products, l i k e 
canned or frozen pork and 
mutton, apples, oranges, egg 
products, and silk and woolen 
fabrics and clothing. It can 
be seen that China continues 
to tighten her collective belt 
for the sake of pushing for­ 
ward. 


HONG KONG buys many of 
China’s agricultural products. 
Taiwan pork competes with 
pork from the Mainland in 
Hong Kong shops. And most 
of Hong Kong’s fruits and 
vegetables are grown in the 
nearby Chinese province of 
Kwangtung. The China Prod­ 
ucts Company is one of Hong 
Kong’s 
leading 
departm ent 
stores and a good source of 
currency for Peking. So are 
the 
tens 
of 
thousands 
of 
Chinese who work in Hong 
Kong 
and 
send 
money to 
their families in China. 
All this, together with the 
establishment of new indus­ 
tries producing s y n t h e t i c 
fibers, plastics, fatty acids, 
transistors, 
etc., 
lays 
the 
foundation for further indus­ 
trial growth. And 
grow it 
must, if only to keep pace 
with her rapidly expanding 
population.

Western Weekend celebration 
starts tomorrow in Novato. 
This five-day event has be­ 
come one of the largest, best 
known 
community 
celebra­ 
tions in Marin. It is an event 
that grows larger and better 
each year. 
Such

DANGEROUS 
All because West didn’t have 
the strength of character to It ad 
away from a dangerous holding 
in clubs. Dangerous or not. W est! 
must lead a club and hope that 
his partner will supply either the 
ace of clubs or the queen of clubs 
and the king of diamonds. 
If East has nothing in clubs, 
the contract is not going to be 
defeated. West must nerve him­ 
self to lead a club just as though 
he were taking an unpleasant 
dose of medicine. 
If all goes well, he will defeat 
the contract. Even if the contract 
cannot be defeated, it will be 
good for West’s soul to nerve 
himself to do a dangerous thing.
